Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed Lu if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant sought to discuss a proposed amendment (i.e.irradiating 
a target with a plurality of electron beam) and agreed to submit a draft of said proposal. Applicant, also, contended that 
Faillon does not teach the production of a plurality of electron beams, however it was advanced in the office action 
mailed 4-9-02 and continually held that Faillon teaches the recited limitation. While it was agreed that Faillon does not 
teach irradiating a target with a plurality of electron beams. 
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
